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PILLARS OF ALEXANDRIA. 


Sheikh Mohamed Ahmed, in his yary éen- 
sible and forcib!e address at the laying of the 
foondation stone of the new Victoria College 
oa Friday last, dssor:b31 ths result of instruc 
tioa and education suited to the wants of s 
psop!e as a blessing to its country ; prodacing 
man who will,sarely,in after days, prove pillars 
to the State. Annong the losal notabilities present 


the Alexandria Municipality, a worthy succes- 
sor t> one w', daring the past ten yeare, has 
by his jadivious and skilfal pi'otage of the 
M inicipal ship amongat the cosmopolitan rocks 
and shoals which beset it, proved himself to 
be sach a pillar as the learned sheikh has 
spoken of. As regards his suczesior, those 
Alexandrians wh) remember the G vernment 
Hospital as it was twenty fiva y tara ago, bef ore 
hs took it in hand, can bsar witness to ite 
gradoal transformation from an Augean Stable 
to the model of good order and. cleanliness it 
has become. Its anthor has every reason to be 
proad of this result as the work of his own 
head ana ene mre than twenty years 
of patient ntinaous stroggle with diffi- 
culties under which many a modern Hercaies: 
f less resolution, strong initiative, and organ? 
ising capacity would have saccambed. In thie’ 
early days of its transformation, tbe hospital, 
during past years, had acquired so evil a 
repatation for neglect—not to ssy positive 
ill-treatment—of its patients, that it had be- 
come a matter of daily notoriety fur an Egypt- 
ian Government employé, assared of death as 
the result of improper traatmeant, whan sick or 
wounded, in his. own insanitary house, to 
chrose, unhesitatiogly, that certainty in pre- 
ference to being sent to hospital. In fact, thi- 
institation waz as much dreaded by thy: tick 
or maimad Egyp‘ian as service in tha Sadan 
was by the Ezyptian soldier. A few years of 
the new régime sufficed t> remove éntire'y this 
prejudice, and the ho:pi'al became as pypniar 
a+ it had, previous'y, been a terror. The wards 
ware increased and separated accordisg to 
nedical- or surgical req tirements, and com 
firtably farnished with an amgle sap. 
aly cf filterel water and trained native 
nurses; whilst a recreation ground for 
the patients was created and planted wih 
t-e3s, shrobs, and flowering plants, with suit- 
able walks; some remnints of columns and 


other fragments of the rains of the ancient | 


sity being added as appropriate attribates to 
the sapposed site of the Ptolemaic theatre. 
All the above was effected by the “ex -meds- 
cin en-chef,” at the smallest possible expanse, 
daring the long period of rigid economy which 
followed the Liquidation of 1880; the necessary 
fands being, literally, scraped together, partly 
by means of a carefally administered though 
scanty Budget, and partly from pecuniary 
assistance rendered by observing and admiring 
triends, In 1887, in token of hia appreciation 
of the new Ezyptian régimsa, and of the 
encouragement he had received from its 
distinguished inangarator in Cairo in the pro- 
secution of his improvements, he erected an 
ancient Greek column on the summit of a 
conspicuous elevation within the hospital 
grounds, with a suitable inscription, dedicating 
it asa memorial of her late Most Gracious 
Majesty, the “good” Quaeen Victoria, our first 
British Empress, having jast completed the 
fiftieth year of her prosperous reign. In 1897, 


| thé year of her Majesty’s Diamond Jabilee, 


@ energetic and sympathetic Doctor. Bay 
proceeded to erect the fine colamn which 
forms the central ornament of the Municipal 
Gardens adorning the north side of the avenue 
leading past the Greek Hospital to the Rosetta 
Gate, now in course of completion. The shsft 
of this column, alone, weighed twenty-five tons, 
and the doctor was compelled to have recourse 
to the Port authorities to aid. him io raising 
80 ponderous a pillar, the site of which hid 
been selécted with special reference to the 
permanent stability of its foandstions, which 
are those of the wall of theancient Brachiam. 
The column was inaugora‘ed, in thefollowing 
year, 1898, in memory of the recorqnest of the 
Sadan and capture of Khartoum on 2ad 
September by the Aoglo Ezyptian forces under 
Kitchener Pacha. 

Not long ago the doctor transferred to his 
domain two soalptared block-granite early- 
Christian colomns of mach interest which ha4, 
for many years, lain in the Arsanal at the 
diiposal of the proprietor, onremoved in con- 
sequence of the accamalated storage dues for 
which he had become liable. They stand on 
either side of a large sarcophagus which the 
inmates of the hospital believe is intended to 
awe refractory patients into obedience, as 
typical of the one in Prince Ibrahim’s garden 
on the island of Randa, which, sixty or seventy 
years ago, wa enu/pres for the temporary in- 
carceration of contdmacious vice regal garden. ~ 
ars. ‘The Scotch head-gardener of those days 
assured the late Lord Lindsay that three days 
in the sarcophagas, with the lid on, had “a 
wonderfal effect.” “Citizsns, howaver, who 
e:joy the confilence of the doctor, and are 
aware of his morcifal disoo3ition, asiare us 
chit he looks forward to a time, which we 
trast may yet b3 far distant, when the great 
sarcophagus is to besoms the repository of his 
own ashes. 

Thearsosiation of so many pillars with the 
133fal work in bahalf of the city of this inde- 
facigab'e fanctionary, as weli as a general 
recoguition that ha ia, feom the Sheikh’s point 
uf view, a veritable pillar himself of the State, 
has caused him to bs locally kaow. as Colonna 
P.chs.

TURKS AND THB FRONTIER. 


According to the latest news from Gaza ten 
Tarkish soldiers on'y remain encamped south 
of the pillars on Egyptian territory, which the 
Turks allege is part of the Saltan’s private 
property. 

The authorities have summoned the chiefs 
of different Bedonin tribes onder Ottoman rale, 
and made them sign a declaration to the 
effect that the pillars were never erected for 
the purpose of marking the -boundary, but 
were merely the remains /of ancient ruins ; 
that Torkish territory stretches several hundred 
paces south of the pillars; lastly, that the 
pillars were removed by the Rameilat tribe, 
inhabiting the Egyptian side, as an act of 
revenge because they were driven two months 


ago from land lately registered in the Saltan’s| 


name, which they claim as theirs, and have 
tilled from time immemorial. 

In order to rhift their responsibility, the 
Turks now al'eze that the pillars were pur- 
posely removed by the Rameilat and hidden 
to cause complications, and that when his 
Majesty's cruiser Minerva called they were 
transported on board at night time. The 
Ugyptian telegraph poles still remain un- 
restored. :

GERMANY GIVEN PREFERENCE. 


ALLEGED ATHENIAN CABAL: 


The 16 preside ts of the various Hellenic 
clubs and sccletieh met on Monday at the 
Centre Helleniqne. Cairo, under the presidency 
of M. Rostovitz, to express their deep regret at 
the departure from Egypt of M. Gennadis, late 
Hellenic Dip!omatic Agent and Consul-General 
at Ca‘ro. ‘I'he committee decided (1) to for- 
mally express the regret of the Greek comma- 
-nity in Cairo at the recall of M. Gennadis ; (2) 
to organise a banqvet in honour of the ex- 
Minister; (3) t> open a subscription for the 
purchsss of a valuable present to be offered to 
M. Gennadis in the name of the Greek com- 
munity. 

A committee of tbree, M.M. Staicoponlo, 
Belleni; and Athanasaki, have been charged ty 
the community to proceed to Athens and there 
express to hié Majesty King George of Greece 
and to his Government the regret of the Greek 
colony in Egypt at the departareof M. Gen- 
nadis. ; , 

Two telegrams expressing the regrets of the 
colony were despatched on Monday to the 
King and to the Hellenic Government. 

H. E. Boutros Pacha Ghali called on M. 
Gennadis on Monday afternoon. Yesterday M 
Gennadis returned the visit and presented M. 
Kallergis, his successor, to the Ministér of 
Foreign Affairs. 

It is considered that the withdrawal of M. 
Gennadis from the post of Hellenic Diplo- 
matic Agent and Consal General at Cairo 
and his retirement from the diplomatic service 
are due to a political cabal at Athens of 
which he haz been the victim. 


The way in which the Egyptian Govern- 
ment places orders in Germany when it would 
be far better and cheaper to get the articles 
reqvirel from England is beginning to attract 
the attention of the English Press. The latest 
affair which has beer noticed is the order for 
continental basic rails. ‘African Engineering” 
remarks :— ' 

For the first timd in the existence the 
Egyptian State Railways have placed an order 
for rails in Germany and Belgiom. Price, of 
course, was the consideration, for nothing bot 
price could afford an excuse for parchasing 
basic eteel rails in preference to those of recog: 
nised qualities, whether from Germany or 
apy other country. Sach an action is, of 
course, to. be deplored not merely on the 
ground of its baing a loss of trade to Great 
Britain, because it is a great misfortune 
that a system of the growing importance of 
the Barat State Railways should adopta 
penny wisé and pound foolish policy at the 
present time. Up to now these railways have 
been notoriously careful as to the qoality of 
their material, although thay have bought in 
many markets, and, especially with regard 
to their rolling stock, have acqaired a some- 
what miscellaneous assortment. Of late years a 
great deal of trouble and expense have been 
incarred in the direstion of perfecting and 
standardiaing of their plant and equipment ; 
and replacing foreign—notably American— 
bogie wagons by those of British make, 

Aud now a sadden and disastrons retro- 
¢reasive step has been taken by placing an 
order for £150,090 worth of Continental basic 
rails. Basio steel bears mach the same relation 
to acid steel that Continental . nataral cament 
bears to British Portland coment. It ia not to 
be relied apon except for certain work, al- 
though within limits apparently excellent tests 
can be obtained from it. The disastrous effec's 
of the German basio steel axles on the Matro- 
politan Railway have afforded a convincing 
proof of the untrastworthy natore of this 
commodity. Ayzain, the failures of basic steel 
boilers, even under hydraalio. test pressures, 
and when co nstracted in every other respect 
according to accepted rales, shows that for 
any work sabjact to pressure or stress basis 
stee should not ba employed. Soma mouths 
ago we gave som3 partisalars and pictores, of 
the offect of ordinary wear and tear on basic 
steel rails in America, and wa reprodace from 
that article a pictare giving sections of two. 
of these rails after they had been in use for’ 
five mooths aad five weeks respectively. The 
specimens were cut from samples of what were” 
considered, at the time of laying perfectly 
sound rails, Basic steel, however, is peculiarly 
aubject to “piping,” and the samples io 
qaestion were, of coarse, badly flawed in 
this manner, though the flaws were not 
perceptible at the time of inspection. In the 
Aastrian boiler tests above referred to it is 
interesting to note that samples cut actually 
from the defective plates appeared _ when 

‘inspected, and ever tested, to ba sound. To 
employ such material on animportant system 
like the Egyptian} State Railways at a time 
when hundreds of thonsands of pounds are 
being spent for the purpose of miking it the 
finest in Africa appears to us a very false 
policy. It ia to ba presumed, however, that 
the authorities will hardly lay these rails on 
anything bot branch lines and sidings where 
heavy tréffio will not ba the order cf the day.

On arriving they found M. Faure undressed. 
He asked them to wait a minute while he pat 
on his clothes in order to accompany them to 
the Consulate. They accordingly withdrew 
into an adjoining room. Shortly afterwards the 
report of a revolver was heard and on entering 
the bed-room they found M. Faure lying ina 
pool: of blood. He had dissharged the contents 
of his revolver into his head behind the ear. 

He has been taken to the Earopean Hospital 
in a desperate condition. er

strations, numberiog 180, bave been reproduc- 
ed with great accuracy, and the student will 
find this part of tha work of great value. 
The translations contain some very’ descrip. 
tive passager, and afford tarther evidence of 
the high state of cnltare attained by the 
Egyptians of old. The following, from the 
scene thaf illustrates the Fifth Division of the 
Taat, whidh is passed through by tke San.

SOLDIERING IN EGYPT. 


A3 OTHERS SEE US. 


(From ‘Les Anna'es Antialeco'iynes.”’) 

‘The English Army of Occopation in Egypt 
nambérs abont 6,000 mer, who are paid a 
shilling a day by the Egyptian Government 
In a country where the wine imported from 
Greece and Italy is very cheap, and where 
spirits<f all kinds can be had for a piastre, 
it might be imagined that the streets cf 
Alexandria and Cairo would prerent a frequent 
spectacie of military drankennees. On the con: 
trary such a spectacle is very rare, at all events 
as far as the privates and the ron-commis- 
s‘oued cflicers are corcerred. 

A fact perhaps still more remarkable is that 
the sailors from English nea cf-wsr, who are 
allowed to go on shore at Alexandrie, almost 
invariably set an excellentexs mple to foreigners 
and natives in their behavioar—in this 
presenting a sad contrast to whst is cften 
seen among our own French sailors. 

What is the reason for these things ? It is 
to ke found in an admirable organisation 
which is extending more aud more in the 
British Empire, and is especially active in 
Alexandria and Caire. I refer to the temper- 
ance homes erected and carried on for the 
benefit of bis Britannic Majesty's soldiers and 
sailors. 

The English woman who loves her country 
bas found that it is necessary to keep Britich 
soldiers as far as possible from contact with 
the native: of the countries where they are 
stationed. This contact taking place chiefly 
in the Jiqnor shops, to the great detriment of 
the soldier’s health, it is especially these that 
must be opposed. She has said to herself that, 
in order not.to giva subject races the spectacle 
of rolers whom they cannot respect, those who 
represent and maintain the authority of Great 
Britain must ba intelligently occupied and 
constently interested, and she’ has shown 
oereelf equal té the task. She has everywhere 
created goldiera’ and sailora’ home’, where the 
men, durisy their sejourn in that country or 
their stay on shore, can find united the 
greatest comfort and the most healthy recrea- 
tion. Gamcs cf all kinds—billiards, football, 
tannie, cricket, ches’, dranghts, cards—a well- 
fiiled library, writing and reading-rooms, bath- 
rooms, etc., are all found in these homes. 
Aleohol is entirely forbidden theres The 
supervision of the ladies serving on the com- 
mittee: of thase homes is most thorough, and 
the nee is of thas mei ara carefully noted and 
supplied. 

The result of these efforts is that the dis- 
Cipline and the behaviour of the Eaglish 
Army in Egypt ia beyoad praiss, and has 
produced a very favoirable impression on 
th: native Ezyptians. ‘Taough the latter still 
dislike their conqverors, and still cherish a 
lively sympathy. for the French, yet they 
fael a certain mistrast of l’rench soldiers, 
owing to their intemperance.

BEYROUT. 

In his report on the trade and 'vommerce of 
Beyrout and the coast of Syria for 1905, Mr. 
Drummond:Hay, Consul-General, states that 
the returns of foreign shipping show that, 
although there was a decrease in the number 
of British ships, their tonnage was higher than 
the preceding year. This was mainly due 
to the fact that Messrs. Westcott’s (Eller- 
man) line of steamers called leas frequently at 
Beyrout. British shipping on the Syrian coast 
was represented chiefly by the Prince Line 
and Bell’s Asia Minor Steamship Company. 
The bulk of British goods from the United 
Kingdom was carried by the former, which 
also shared with the Deutsche Levante Linie 
and the Belgian line of steamers Adolf Deppe, 
in the transport of Belgian; products, con- 
sisting, chiefly of iron, includihg all iron mate- 
rials for the Hedjaz andsAleppo railways, 
The latter's requirements will total about 
40,000 tons before it is completed. There are | 
besides 10,000 tons of rails and other articles 
being shipped for the new electric tramway et 
Damascus, a part of which has already been 
landed at Beyrout.

SUNSET_OVER THE NILE. 


MR. WILLIAMS’ LECTURE. 


—_—- 


The following are some extracts from the 
interesting Jectare on the above subject de- 
livered by Mr. R. Williams, F.R.1.B.A., under 
the auspices of the A.L. M. and D.S. on 
Monday :— 

At a time so remote as to defy comparison, 
there dwelt in this land men who practised 
architecture on s.scale so vest as to command, 
aven to-day, the wonder and admiration of the 
world. Ages upon ages have passed away and 
the land has been subject to alternations of 
eeasons of famine and of plenty, bot the great 
movnments remain to tell os of the seasons of 
plenty, for we may assnme, with trotb, that 
nove of the great buildings of ancient Egypt 
were built by a famine-stricken people. Once 
more has.the cycle come round. We are again 
in a season of plenty. Like a fall flood of the 
Nile, warmed by a strong antamn sun, making 
life to spring forth anew, there flows over this 
wonderfal land of Egypt a wave of great pros- 
perity, the signs of which are read in the great

land values. 

We live in strenuous times. Oar thoughts 
‘and our lives fly lika a weaver’s ehuttle. We 
have hardly time to give heed to the transfor- 
mation scene that is going ov around us, On 
all sides the great towns are being exterded, 
the older parts being partially pulled down 
and rebuilt and the streets widened ; new 
towns are springing up in the Sodan and 
elsewhere. So. great is the astivity that we 
hove scarcely time to ask ourselves whether we 
are doing that which is worth doing. 

There is nothirg mysterious aboat archi- 
tecture, but mach mystery lies in the pban- 
tasmagoria of applied ornament, rightly named 
in Alexandria “Fantasia,” bat sometimes 
miscalled architecture. Let, us, however, cop- 
template, as Raskin would have us do, for, 
at least, afew mindtes. In Egypt we can 
go a very long way back into the silent 
ages of the past and here we find, -more 
troly thar, perhaps, anywhere, save in natore 
herself, those sermons in stones, graven by 
a strange and wonderful people, which, in 
a character at once as beantifal as it is 
profoandly ornamental, tell us of the doings 
of nations whose polity was old when, as 
yet, the Briton was in the pa'se lithic state. 

Whether an anc’ent Egyptian was the first 
architect it may be difficult, perbaps imzo3- 
sible, to tell, bat wa may bslieve with Pro- 
fessor Potrie that it was “his inherent pc war 
for design and decoration which made the 
Egyptian the father of the world’s ornament.” 
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Daring the Tabsh dispute a correspondent 
at Constantinople discussed with a Syrian 
offic a is high in the Saltan’a favour, buat 
priv ely olds Liberal views, some of the 
points involved. In the coursé of the intervi w 
the Syrian said :— 

If you had only allowed us to remain under 
Mehemet Ali we should have been a province 
of Egypt, enjoying the most perfect freedom, 
whereas now we are ground dowa under the 
heel of the Turk, whom we despise. Free Syria, 
give it antonomy,or let it be annexed to Egypt, 
and you will see the country prosperous beyond. 
conception in less thsn a decade. Your Gov- 
ernment has gone the wrong way to work in the 
Akabah question. You should have worked 
through Izzet Pashs, who is a Syrian, and 
through his friends the Melhame brothers, 
also Syrians. They would have arranged the 
recall of Ghazi Makbtar Pacha and cf his son 
Mahmoud Pacha, who are both working the 
German propaganda in Egypt, and who are 
winning over the young Egyptian party to the 
German cause. Had your Embassy here been 
well informed they would have secured the sup- 
port of Izzet, who foresees the early fall of the 
Saltan, and is ready to worship the rising sun. 
He is wndecided whether to cast in his lot with 
Youssoaf Izzedio, the son of Abdul Aziz, or 
with the young son of Abdul Hamid, Bar- 
haneddin. The former has a large Tarkish fol- 
lowing. The latter ie favoured by the Mel- 
hame brothers, who are exceedingly wealthy, 
and they bave persuaded the Sultan to nomi- 
nate an Italian officer as his Governor, and on 
the Sultan’s death they would make a bold bid 
to place the young Priace on the throne, to the 
exclasion of all the elder members of the 
family. Izzet rather favoara the son of Abdul 
Aziz, an1 is slready inclore relations with him, 
unknown, of course, to his Royal mas‘er.. He 
hat, however, an open mind on this as on any 
other question where money may be made. 

Izzat Pacha knows the condition of the 
Syrian army, none better. At his word that 
army woald refase to act. He is president of 
the Mecca Railwsy. At his order that line 
would ba stopped. Izzat is undoubtedly the 
ablest manin Tarkey and the most unscrapn- 
lous, Act with hin, and you can do what you 
please. Pay hin his pric3, and tha Syrians 
will range themselves on the side of England, 
the Akabah difficalty will vapish, autonomy 
can be granted to Macedonia and 4 Constita- 
tion to the Empire. Pay him his price,

setting sun, there in the house of Osiris, God 
of the Daad, he woald lie asleep at last. 

The oliffs fade, but, made glorious by that 
wonderful glow, a crowded ferry boat can be 
seen crossing the stream to Luxor; the great 
hawks, too, sacred once to Horas, gather its 
light upon their wings as they float past. 
Between the foot of the western hills and the 
bank of the Nile rises a grey and ghostly mist 
that clings most thickly about the densé green 
of the palms and growing crops. 

Oat the town upon oar left comes a con- 
stant clamour of -noisy, chattsriog fellaheen, 
barking doze, and braying asses.
